Wakelicld said he will focus on 
keeping dhe department healthy -- 
financially, physically and mentally.

“Everyone knows the financial 


state of this county. There is no 
money tree outside my window,” he 
said, “and we will do everything in 
our power to provide the best public 
safety for the county within our 
budget.” 

Sheriff Wakefield's door is open 
to everyone. “People should teel 
free to call or stop in. [ prefer talk- 
ing face (o face when something 
needs discussion. But, people must 
remember, | like the truth,” he said. 
“Sometimes people don’t hike to 
hear the truth, F just want to let 
everyone know 1 deal best with the

Under Wakefield’s guidance, the 
department will continue to be part 
of mutual aid to other counties and 
law enforcement agencies, includ- 
ing the anti-drug group STING.

The contract also would give the

“If you're going to ban any form 
of hunting because i's not manty, | 
suggest we start with deer. The hard 
truth is that come the annual 
firearms season, the Michigan

LANSING, -- Gov. John Engler 
is taking his case for a proposed 
statewide high-speed — Internet 
"superhighway" direcUly to the 
court of public opinion. 

The issue was a priority item in 
his State of the State Address, and 
a speech given at the Michigan 
Broadband Breakfast: this week. 
Engler wants support for a three- 
bill high-speed access package the 
Legislature has agreed to vote on 
before the end of February. 

Deployment of the plan would 

reate uniform — pricing — for 

telecommunications providers and 
anew financing authority to help 
fund the construction of a broad- 
band infrastructure.

Bradstreet calls for web 
privacy protection 


Michigan Internet users are pro- 
lected from service providers that 
track their Web habits and docu- 
ment other personal information 
under legislation unveiled today by 
Rep. Ken Bradstreet (R-Gaylord), 

The measure was prompted by 
the recent discovery that Comcast 
Corporation, the nation’s third- 
largest cable company, was tracking 
the Web-browsing activities of their 
subscribers without notifying them. 
Comeast says it now will end the 
practice. 

“The public outcry Comcast 


received when people learned their 


privacy was being violated seems to 
have quickly stopped the one 
instance we know about,” said 
Bradstreet, chair of the House 


Energy and Technology 
Committee. “Internet users co need 
to remember that even though they 
are in their own homes, Jinking te 
the Web does expose them to mil- 
lions of others. 

“If {Internet companies need a law 
to observe common decency and 
courtesy rules, then we will give 
them one.” 

Bradstreet’s bill prohibits Internet 
service providers in Michigan from 
tracking, collecting and maintain- 
ing information about subscriber 
Web-browsing activities, including 
Web sites visited and products pur- 
chased. 

Bradstreet expects to introduce

officiated in the coronation of 
queen Elaine McDonnell, at the 
queen’s ball in the Grayling 
gymnasium. The following 
morning Mayor Knaggs was a 
guest at a breakfast given in his 
honor by some of the citizens 
of Grayling. This was held at 
Shoppenagons Inn. During the 
breakfast Mayor Knaggs dis- 
cussed the strike and explained 
the measures taken by him 
during the dispute. After 
breakfast he was met by Queen 
Elaine at the river dock and 
together, with Royal Wright as 
guide, set off in a canoe for the 
down-river trip.” An interest- 
ing comment in another article 
about Mayor Knaggs was that 
his great-grandfather, James 
Knaggs, an American scout, is 
credited with the capture of the 
Indian chief, Tecumseh. 
“Many flattering remarks 
were made about Grayling 
American Legion Drum and 
Bugle Corps when they headed 
the parade from the city park 
Saturday night and marched to 
the school house.

In the official report of the 
1937 carnival, Royal Wright 
thanked other Grayling people 
for their help, Axel Peterson 
and Charles Moore who super- 
vised transportation, to Gail 
clise for floodlights at the park, 
St. Mary’s Altar society for 
lunch at Burton’s and to Mayor 
George Burke for furnishing 
the Queen’s car. 

- By 1938 it sounded as though 
interest in the carnival had 
dropped as the August 18, 
1938, Avalanche reported that 
there were “only about 25 
canoes on the trip, this was a 
large drop off from a former 
occasion, when 110 canoes 
shoved off from the river dock 
near the Waterworks ‘park 
bridge.” 

“Apparently some felt that 
the charge of $3 per passenger 
was more than they cared to 


pay. This was for the use of a 


canoe with expert guide and 


lunch at noon. The committee 
paid the guides for their ser- 
vices and canoe $6.50 each with 
tree passengers in a canoe, this 
left a balance of $2.50 for pay- 
ing for the lunch, the advertis- 
ing and the many other expens- 
es and was hardly enough to 
pay the actual costs of the com- 
mittee. The $3 charge was a 
very reasonable one, when one 
considers the grand experience 
one has in such a river trip,

The dedication of the new post office took place 
on November 11, 1937 at 3: p.m. and was covered 
in the Avalanche, in part, as follows:

Chairman 
Hanson in turn called on Mr. H. Roy Whittaker, 
construction engineer for the U.S. Treasury 
department, and T. N. Bogardus, superintendent 
for the James I. Barnes Construction Co. of 
Culver, Ind., each who spoke a few kind words 
on behalf of Grayling people and the new build- 
ing. 

Postmaster James McDonnell was next called 
upon and he told how he and his clerks, Farnum 
Matson, Carl Doroh, and Jerome Kesseler, had 
gone about it to ask the Post Office department 
for a new building and the work of looking up 
and compiling records, which were necessary at 
the time application was made. He publicly 
One of the big 
things that, he said, helped to get the new build- 
ing was the fact that the Hanson State military 
reservation was located here. : 

Rev. Edgar Flory, in a few well chosen words 
enthusiastically told what he believed the new 
building meant to the community. Mr. Hanson 
then gave a short resume of times during the 
early logging and lumbering days saying that the 
Village was incorporated. 40 years ago. He said 
much progress had been made since then and 
Grayling had made much advancement. 

Chairman Hanson invited those in charge to 
proceed with the corner-stone laying and Mayor 
Burke had the honor of placing the copper box 
containing historical papers and letters into the 
niche.

The ceremony ended with the Ladies Quartette 
singing the “Star Spangled Banner,” then the 
building was opened to the public for inspection. 

At 7 p.m. that evening, a Dedication Banquet 
was held at Michelson Memorial Church, with 
Judge Charles E. Moore serving as Toastmaster. 
Music was provided by the Ladies Quartette and 
the Melody Makers. At 9:30 p.m., the American 
Legion Ladies Auxiliary hosted a Dedication 
Dance. in the school gymnasium with music, 
again, by the Melody Makers. 

Once the new facility was up and running, 
Postmaster McDonnell inquired about providing 
air mail service from Grayling. By May 19, 1938 
that service became available, just in time to cele- 
brate National Air Mail Week. The importance of 
this service became very apparent with the onset 
of World War II when people waited in great 
anticipation for a letter from overseas or letters 
from home. 

In late August, 1939, artist Robert L. Lepper 
completed ten months of work on the 12’ x 5’ 
mural painting inside the post office. The mural 
depicts the early lumbering days of Grayling. In 
the lower right hand comer is a picture of Chief 
Shoppenagon holding a grayling fish native to 
the AuSable River. 
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Crime lab springs from local needs

In early 1970, the Grayling Forensics Lab quiet- 
ly began operation at the urging of Lieutenant 
Robert J. Ruddy. 

At that time, several local parents reported find- 
ing pills in the pockets of their children’s clothes 
and wanted to know what they were. When 
Ruddy told them the samples would have to be 
sent to the Board of Health in Lansing, taking 10 
days to two weeks to identify the pills, he decid- 
ed it was time for something to be done on a local 
level. 

Sheriff Art Clough and Grayling Police Chief 
Pete Stephan were also frustrated by the problems 
of drug identification in the county. The delay in 
identification meant almost all drug-related crime 
suspects had to be released quickly. If a substance 
was found not to be a controlled substance and 
the suspect had been detained, the department 
could be open for civil prosecution. Therefore, 
very few warrants were issued. 

Ruddy and Stephan began flying Sarebles down 
to Lansing to speed up the process. Ruddy, while 
on a tour of the drug testing lab, asked how hard 
it was to test for marijuana -- the most prevalent 
drug in the county at that time. When told the test 
was relatively easy, he began driving down to 
Lansing for training on his two days off each 
week. After one month, he was ready to set up 
testing facilities in Grayling. 

There were two rooms available in the base- 
ment of the Crawford County Courthouse. One 
became the lab, the other the evidence storage 
room. The evidence storage room had no win- 
dows, steel walls and only one door. The only 
person with a key to the evidence storage room 
was the new full-time analyst, Carl Lugviel, who 
previously worked at Bear Archery. 


Thirty-two. years ago, Lt. Robert Ruddy 
works extra hours after his normal shift with 
the Crawford County Sheriff Department 
helping identify suspected drugs turned in 


by the parents of teens at the new crime lab. 


Ruddy worked in the lab for about three hours 
every day after his normal shift. Between the two 
of them they managed to keep up with all of the 


testing that needed to be done. 

The lab had very little equipment to begin with 
- some glassware, balances and a microscope the 
city had previously used for water testing. Ruddy 
knew which chemicals to order and the lab was in 
business. 

As the scope of the lab ‘ncreaged. Here” was 
need for more equipment. The first good micro- 
scope was presented to the lab by Fire Chief Al 
Lang on behalf of the Frederic Fire Department. 
The Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
helped secure several grants and the lab acquired 
a mass spectrometer which can help identify 


_ drugs. 
The lab services were free to any policeman 


who wanted testing done. The lab began working 
with many local and some not so local police 
agencies -- Kincheloe Air Force Base in Rudyard 


and K. I. Sawyer Air Force Base in Gwinn, for 


example. As demand increased, it became appar- 
ent the funding was falling short and the lab 
became a budgetary drain. 

In the 70s, the Michigan State Police took over 
testing for controlled substances and established a 
chain of Jabs throughout the state. Gaylord was 
suggested as the site of a forensics lab to serve the 
needs of the northern lower peninsula. 

However, Sheriff Hatfield talked to the State 
Police and an agreement was made that all of the 
equipment in the forensics lab in Grayling would 
be given to the State Police. In return, the State 
Police agreed not to move the lab out of Grayling. 

In November, 1978, State Police Lt. Robert 
Stacey was designated laboratory supervisor. 
Carl Lugviel was hired by the state police and 
continued his work as a drug analyst for the new 
lab. 


Shortly after taking over, the new State Police . 


lab was moved to its current location.
